y ielded at least 3 4 bodies was 
searched today by digging res­ 
cu e crews 80 miles to the sou th 
in Mex ico for fiv e miners be­ 
liev ed entombed. 
Thirty -fiv e 
inju red 
miners 
were treated, sev eral for sev ere 
bu rns which may p rov e fatal. 
This border town’s inform a­ 
tion from the mine at Nu ev o Ro- 
sita, Coachu ila, failed to confirm 
a rep ort from Torreon, Mex ico, 
that the recov ered bodies to­ 
talled 47. 
Abou t 700 miners were scat­ 
tered 
throu ghou t 
the 
u nder­ 
grou nd shafts of the Rosita coal 
mine comp any ’s nu mber six op ­ 
erations when the blast occu rred 
y esterday abou t a mile from the 
entrance and 400 feet below the 
su rface. 
Officials su ggested sp arks from 
an u nknown sou rce may hav e 
set off fire damp gas. 
Mass fu neral serv ices were ar­ 
ranged for the v ictims, recov ­ 
ered from the nu mber one shaft. 
Escap ing gas and rocks and 
timber which blocked the shafts 
hamp ered rescu e work. 
Rep orts receiv ed here said all 
of the v ictims were Mex icans. 
Rescu e work began immediate­ 
ly after the ex p losion and p hy ­ 
sicians from fiv e other towns 
were su mmoned. 
News of the 
blast attracted large crowds to 
the shafihead from Rosita, city 
of 3 0,000.

Treasu ry officials said today op ­ 
erations of the adm inistration’s 
new credit control machinery 
will be closely aligned with those 
of the $2,000,000,000 stabilization 
fu nd. 
Under a p rogram annou nced 
this week, the treasu ry will sell 
discou nt bills to “sterilized” gold 
imp orts. 
Bills in an amou nt eq u al to in­ 
flows will be sold weekly , thu s 
remov ing from the money m ar­ 
ket a su m eq u iv alent to that add­ 
ed by imp orts. 
The action will eliminate the 
danger of credit inflation which 
wou ld resu lt if continu ed gold 
inflows were p erm itted to swell 
the su p p ly of loanable fu nds too 
far abov e the needs of bu siness 
and indu stry . 
The stabilization fu nd has a 
similar “balance wheel” fu nction 
in the field of international ex ­ 
change, bu y ing or selling cu rren­ 
cies to keep the dollar steady . 
Those in charge of the stabili­ 
zation fu nd, it was said, are in 
close tou ch with central banks 
abroad. Most gold ship ments to 
this cou ntry originate throu gh 
these banks.* 
Thu s, officials rep orted, the 
fu nd can p rov ide u p -to-the-m in- 
u te inform ation on cu rrent a nd 
p rojected gold inflows. 
Althou gh 
the 
stabilization 
fu nd will hav e no actu al p art in 
the treasu ry ’s borrowing op era­ 
tions to “freeze” gold imp orts, of­ 
ficials said the “mechanical co­ 
ordination” of its activ ities into 
the credit p rogram wou ld facili­ 
tate fu nctioning of the latter. 
The 
new 
scheme, 
drafted 
strictly as a means of gu arding 
domestic credit against foreign 
cap ital mov ements, is not ex ­ 
p ected to retard the inward 
mov ement of gold. 
It p robably will go into op er­

TWO THEORIES EXPLODED 
The mo st freq u ent p ro p o sal we hear fro m the 
p acifists o f the co u ntry , co ncerning the end ing 
o f war is that we o u ght to enter into so me so rt 
o f internatio nal agreement to end warfare. The 
men and wo men who want u s to d esert o u r tra ­ 
d itio nal fo reign p o licy p ro ceed o n the mistaken 
theo ry that war is alway s internatio nal, when 
as a matter o f fact mo st o f the wars we hav e, 
and so me o f the cru d est, are d o mestic. We hav e 
an o u tstand ing case in Sp ain at this time, where 
two o p p o sing factio ns hav e been lo cked in cru el 
co mbat fo r mo nths, with the end no t y et in 
sight. That war canno t be end ed by interna­ 
tio nal agreement becau se it is no t an interna­ 
tio nal war. 
Ano ther military stru ggle o f the same kind 
seems to be lo o ming in China, bu t it bid s fair to 
be o ne mo re o f a lo ng list o f civ il wars ind u lged 
in by the Chinese and no so rt o f internatio nal 
agreement will p rev ent it. 
In the Sp anish tro u ble, su ggestio n mad e by 
the lo y alists that the war be p u t u p to the Leagu e 
o f Natio ns fo r settlement has been fro wned o n 
by the British and French becau se they realize 
that su ch a p ro ced u re might resu lt in inv o lv ing 
all o f Eu ro p e rather than in settling the civ il 
strife in Sp ain. 
It is tru e o f co u rse that the Sp anish armies 
are being enco u raged o n the o ne hand by Ger­ 
many and Italy and o n the o ther by France and 
Ru ssia. It is also tru e that if real civ il war d e­ 
v elo p s in China the Ru ssians will be fo u nd cheer­ 
ing o r aid ing o ne factio n and the Jap s the o ther. 
Since these civ il wars break o u t between two 
natio nalist factio ns in the first p lace, any effo rt 
to end them by internatio nal agreement is bo u nd 
to fail. Any ap p licatio n o f p ressu re by o u tsid e 
natio ns is ap t to inv o lv e o ther co u ntries in the 
tro u ble rather than to end the fighting. 
Ano ther fallacy p u t fo rward by many p aci­ 
fists is that d isarmament end s the d anger o f war. 
Sp ain and China are cases in p o int. Sp ain has 
fo r y ears been o ne o f the mo st p o o rly armed na­ 
tio ns in Eu ro p e y et we see her no w to rn by cru el 
civ il strife. China has been no to rio u s fo r cen­ 
tu ries as a natio n witho u t d efensiv e armament 
y et we rarely see the p o o r Chinese at p eace with 
o ne ano ther. And lack o f d efensiv e armament 
su rely d id n’t sav e Haile Selassie when Mu sso lini’s 
legio ns went swo o p ing d o wn u p o n him. 
The fact is that d isarmament d o esn’t giv e any 
natio n the fru its o f p eace. It o nly inv ites inv a­ 
sio n fro m a better armed and less co nscientio u s 
natio n. Limitatio n o f armament by internatio nal 


agreement is o f co u rse ad v isable, if a way can 
be mad e to see that it is carried o u t, altho u gh it 
will no t p rev ent war. Bu t u nilateral d isarming 
by any o ne natio n is fo o lish.

HEADACHE FOR FOOTBALL RULES 
COMMITTEE 
Ord inarily the sessio n o f the fo o tball ru les 
co mmittee, which meets at the clo se o f the fo o t­ 
ball seaso n to d iscu ss p ro p o sed changes in the 
ru les o f the game, is merely a m atter o f scho o l 
and o fficial interest. Ho wev er, this y ear, o wing 
to the increased p o p u larity o f the game and a 
certain o bjectio nable ru le go v erning interfer­ 
ence o n fo rward p asses, the entire fo o tball fan- 
d o m is watching the resu lts o f the stu d y and 
d ecisio ns o f the clinic with clo se interest. 
The ru le in q u estio n which inv o lv es the d e­ 
cisio n o n fo rward p ass intereference is p u rely 
arbitrary in its hand ling o n the p art o f the o ffi­ 
cials. If they think they see u nd u e interference 
o n the p art o f the d efensiv e team, they can call 
the p enalty and v irtu ally hand the game to o ne 
team o r the o ther. This is esp ecially tru e if the 
p enalty takes the ball clo se to the go al line. In 
o ne o r two instances this y ear, the p enalty ad ­ 
v anced the ball to the o ne y ard line o f the d e­ 
fensiv e team and d ecid ed the o u tco me o f the 
game then and there. Other games were wo n 
and lo st by v irtu e o f p enalties o n the same ru l­ 
ing, the ball being ad v anced to easy striking 
d istance. 
There is no accu satio n o f u nfair o fficialing. 
As far as can be ascertained , and it is reaso nable 
to believ e, that the p enalties were called co nsci­ 
entio u sly bu t were su bject to inaccu racies in v i­ 
sio n and p erso nal ju d gments. 
This ru le which p laces the entire resp o nsibil­ 
ity o f ju d gment o n the o fficials as to what is 
illegal interference and what isn’t, is far to o 
great a task. It sho u ld be mo d ified o r mad e 
clearer so that there wo u ld be a clean cu t m eth­ 
o d o f d ecisio n in each case. Fo o tball games 
sho u ld be wo ri o n merit and no t the hap p en-so 
o f a stiff p enalty that p laces the ball v irtu ally 
o v er the go al line. Neither sho u ld the p lay ers be 
p laced in su ch an intimid ating statu s that they 
are afraid o f reaso nable d efense in an attem p t 
to break u p a fo rward p ass. 
The jo b o f wo rking o u t so me alternativ e o r 
mo d ificatio n o f this ru le is no t an easy o ne as 
it has been wo rked o n co u ntless ho u rs befo re and 
the p resent ru le is the best that co u ld be wo rked 
o u t. It is a real head ache bu t o ne that mu st 
be remed ied .
